Development Ministry to head 
the Transport Ministry — the 
traditional "hot seat" in minis- 
terial appointments. 


But today Mrs. Castle begins 


a 
12-day tour of the United 


States to study transportation 
developments in San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, New York, Boston 
and Washington. 


Enthusiasm is her big quality. 


She throws her energy com- 
pletely into everything she un- 
dertakes. 


"When you're a woman in 


politics, you have to prove your- 
self three times over — you 
can't be average," she says. 


"It was tough at times, but 


never in my whole life have I 
felt like giving up politics," she 
added.

A FREE NATION on Sept. 30 after 81 years of foreign 
rule, Botswana is the former British protectorate of 
Bechuanaland. The new country faces many problems. 
Almost the size of Texas, its population numbers only 
500,000, mostly poor villagers. Mostly desert and swamp, 
it has few resources and little industry and only the 
eastern fifth is suitable for farming. It is surrounded 
by white-ruled neighbors upon whom it must depend for 
an outlet to the sea. Two other nearby British protecto- 
rates are also becoming independent—Basutoland, new 
name Lesotho, on Oct. 4 and Swaziland, the richest in 
resources, next year.

Last January, a gleaming white ship eased into the small Nicaraguan port 
of Corinto for a visit that was to last almost a year. She was the hospital 
ship Hope, a project of the American People-to-People Health Foundation, 
Inc., making her first call in Central America. On board were 130 American 
doctors, dentists, nurses and technicians. The Hope's mission ends in Novem- 
ber, but she will leave behind a legacy of medical know-how and good will. 
By the time she sails, her staff will have used their skills to train some 600 
Nicaraguan medical personnel and benefited more than 100,000 others 
through treatment, immunization and programs In nutrition.

Specifically it c o n s i s t s of 


letting an adversary's king 
hold the trick when you have 
both ace and jack. If the ad- 
versary continues the suit you 
make both your ace and jack. 
If he shifts you may gain time 
to go after tricks somewhere 
else. 


Today's hand which is taken 


from Ely Culbertson's Red 
Book illustrates an effective 
use of the Bath coup. 


If South takes the heart 


lead with his ace East will get 
in with the ace of diamonds 
and give his partner two heart 
tricks. 


When South ducks the first 


heart West is helpless. If he 
continues h e a r t s he allows 
South to make his jack good. 
If he leads another suit South 
will draw trumps and knock 
out 
the 
ace of diamonds 


whereupon the jack of hearts 
will be discarded on one of 
dummy's long cards in that 
suit. 


While this hand is 30 years 


old, we have modernized the 
bidding a great deal. East's 
jump to three spades was not 
the sort of bid you would 
meet in Culbertson's day. You 
don't see it too often these 
days except in expert compe- 
tition where most modern ex- 
perts use that particular jump 
as a sort of preempt. In this

Wallace Is 
Against 
Nixon Too 


By REX THOMAS 


MONTGOMERY, Aia. (AP) 


— "I'm not only against Lyndon 
B. Johnson," says Alabama's 
Gov. George C, Wallace. "I'm 
against Richard Milhous Nixon 
also." 


Thus 
Wallace, 
campaigning 


for his wife to succeed him, has 
set the stage for another presi- 
dential Venture. And he has an- 
swered Republican critics who 
have sought to tie him, through 
party identification, to Presi- 
dent Johnson's administration. 


Johnson's demonstrated unpo- 


pularity in Alabama has be- 
come a major issue in a race 
which will give the state its first 
woman governor in history or 
its first Republican governor in 
almost a century. 


Wallace's wife, 
Lurleen — 


running as a standin for her 
husband because he is prohibit- 
ed by law from succeeding him- 
self — is a heavy favorite to 
defeat her GOP opponent, Con- 
gressman James D. Martin, and 
an Independent, Dr. Carl Robin- 
son, in the Nov. 8 election. 


Martin says his own polls 


show Mrs. Wallace's margin is 
narrowing. 


Wallace, a symbol of segrega- 


tionist resistance in the Deep 
South, is counting heavily on his 
defiance of federal desegrega- 
tion orders to put his wife into 
office. Again and again, as he 
speaks in her behalf, he has 
promised an unending struggle 
for "the right to run our own 
affairs." 


He has never said unequivo- 


cally that he will run for Iresi* 
dent in 1968, as he did in 1964. 
But 
he has 
told 
campaign 


crowds that he "just might" be 
a candidate "unless the major 
parties give us someone (a con- 
servative) we can vote for." 


And then he systematically 


rules out every Democrat or 
Republican thus far mentioned 
as a nominee, including former 
Vice President Nixon, Who is 
Rep. Martin's choice. 


Wallace says Nixon was part- 


ly responsible for the use of 
troops to integrate Central High 
School at Little Rock, Ark., in 
1957 
and that Nixon supported 


civil rights bills. 


"Nixon stands for the same 


things 
Lyndon B. Johnson is 


for," says the governor. "So 
what do you gain if you defeat 
Lyndon Johnson with Richard 
Milhous Nixon? You're jumping 
from the frying pan into the 
fire." 


Martin, who almost defeated 


veteran Sen. Lister Hill four 
years ago and then was elected 
to the House in the 1964 Ala- 
bama landslide for Barry Gold- 


water, has sought to make an 
issue of Wallace's presidential 
ambitions. 


He argues that a third party 


race for president would split 
the anti-Johnson vote and help 
re-elect the President. 


Wallace's reply to that is, 


"Sure, we want to hurt them. 
We want to hurt both parties. 
Then maybe they will pay atten- 
tion to us." 
ABC on the 
folks About 
Peace Talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Here 


is a brief ABC on the talk about 
how to get talks started about 
peace in Viet Nam. So far it has 
produced nothing. 


Still, the world tingles every 


time one side or the other seems 
to yield a bit or uses one word 
instead of another. 


Each side has two sides in 


this war: The United States and 
its ally, South Viet Nam; North 
Viet Nam and its agents, the 
Viet Cong guerrillas, who have 
an organization, or mouthpiece, 
called the National Liberation 
Front. 


On March 22, 1965 the NLF 


declared all negotiations useless 
unless it had a "decisive" say. 
The word "decisive" got a lot of 
attention later. 


Then on April 8, 1965 North 


Viet Nam laid down four condi- 
tions for peace. It didn't say 
they had to be met before peace 
talks began. But it didn't say 
they didn't. That's caused won* 
dering ever since. 


One of the points said the 


South Vietnamese would have to 
settle their problems "in ac- 
cordance with the programs" of 
the NLF. It didn't say the NLF 
would have to be the "decisive" 
voice, but it certainly seemed to 
imply that. 


From then till now North Viet 


Nam 
and 
the 
NLF haven't 


budged an inch. Any yielding 
after that seemed to be done by 
the United States. 


At first tills country, through 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 
appeared to brush aside the role 
of the NLF. 


He said the United States was 


willing to hold discussions with 
the NLF, but it couldn't be a 
primary part in the negotia-, 
tions.
